To:-  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Alton  Rural  District  Council <> 
Mr „ Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Report  for  the  year  1969,  prepared 
in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  tne  Department  of  Health. 

There  has  been  comparatively  little  illness  during  the  year.  The 
vaccination  against  Measles,  which  was  introduced  in  1968,  seems  to  have 
prevented  the  epidemic  wnich  was  expected  in  early  1969e 

Infectious  Hepatitis,  which  has  been  notifiable  only  since  1968,  has 
been  persistent  in  the  Bordon  area  without  any  definite  pattern  either  of 
place  or  time. 

The  figures  for  Venereal  Diseases  are  as  usual  very  low,  but  I am 
afraio  they  may  not  be  correct.  In  the  country  as  a whole,  Gonorrhoea 
is  second  only  to  Measles  as  the  commonest  infectious  disease  and  its 
incidence  is  heavy  among  the  young  adults  wno  adopt  the  "permissive" 
attitude  to  conventional  morality. 

I must  record  with  regret  the  retirement  of  Mr.  John  Blackwell,  the 
Engineer  and  Surveyor  to  the  Council,  and  also  of  Miss  Gawthorp  and  Miss 
Cuff,  Health  Visitors,  and  Mrs.  Staples,  District  Nurse  and  Midwife,  all 
of  whom  had  given  long  service  in  the  District  and  whom  I valued  much  as 
colleagues. 

Owing  to  the  resignation  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  Aldershot, 
Farnborough,  Fleet  and  Hartley  Wintney,  I was  appointed  to  act  for  these 
Districts  from  mid-October  in  addition  to  my  other  duties  and  was  still 
doing  so  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Mr.  ML  Go  Brock  relinquished  the  Chairmanship  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee  and  Lt.-Cdr.  D,  R,  S.  Saban  was  elected  in  his  place. 

I must  express  my  thanks  to  Mr.  Brock  for  his  kindness  and  consideration 
over  the  past  three  years  and  say  that  it  has  been  a pleasure  to  serve  under 
him. 

I mus ; also  thank  Lt.-Cdr.  Saban  and  the  Committee  for-  their  continued 
interest  and  support,  especially  during  the  last  three  months:  and  to  Mr. 

Johnson  and  my  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  their  loyalty  and 
help.

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COMMENTS  ON  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


MEASLES 

As  reported  last  year,  Measles  vaccination  was  introduced  in  May,  1968. 
At  31st  December,  1968 , 695  children  had  been  immunised,  mostly  under  seven 
years  ©Ido  By  previous  form*  there  should  have  been  an  epidemic  in  1969, 
but  in  fact  there  were  55  cases  during  the  first  quarter  (the  expected  worst 
time).  Unfortunately  vaccination  had  to  be  curtailed  during  the  summer  of 
1969  owing  to  short  supplies  and  public  interest  has  waned  somewhat*  A 
drive  will  be  needed  in  1970  to  build  up  population  immunity  for  the  winter 
of  1970-71 o 

INFECTIVE  HEPATITIS 

There  was  a steady  flow  of  cases  throughout  the  year,  the  highest 
incidence  being  in  Bordon,  closely  followed  by  Whitehill  and  Lindford* 

Half  were  aged  4-14 i there  were  only  two  younger.  There  was  a small 
20-31  group  and  eight  ranging  from  40  to  92.  It  was  not  possible  to 
identify  any  pattern  of  spread  except  in  two  isolated  families  where 
secondary  cases  occurred  four  to  six  weeks  after  the  primary. 

FOOD  POISONING 

There  was  one  outbreak,  caused  by  Clostridium  welchii,  which  originated 
at  a village  dance.  The  full  number  of  patients  was  never  known  but  all 
recovered  without  further  incident. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

Two  new  cases  were  notified s- 

1 man  - age  75  - pulmonary 

I woman  - age  58  - renal 

There  were  169  cases  on  the  Register  at  the  end  of  the  year. 


VENEREAL  DISEASE 


One  case  of  gonorrhoea  was  reported;  three  of  urethritis  and  one  trichomonas. 
The  youngest  patient  was  aged  20. 

SALMONELLOSIS 

There  were  two  family  incidents  of  Salmonella  enteritidis,  widely  separ- 
ated from  each  other,  one  of  typhi-murium  affecting  dogs,  and  one  of  dublin 

in  a calf. 


PROPHYLAXIS 

The  schedule  of  imnunisation  introduced  in  Autumn,  1968,  remains  in  force.

The  current  posters  on  Food  Hygiene  were  distributed  during  the  season 
and  also  posters  on  hand-washing  and  accidents  to  children*, 

Talks  were  given  in  schools  on  "Learning  to  Live"  and  on  venereal 
disease  and  to  parents'  gatherings  on  drug  abuse0 


FAMILY  PLANNING 

I am  indebted  to  Dr.  Margaret  Lloyd  of  the  Alton  Family  Planning 
Association  for  the  following  notes. 

The  clinic  now  has  over  19000  patients  on  its  books.  About  two- 
thirds  use  the  pill,  although  there  was  a swing  away  from  it  late  in  the 
year.  Many  Family  Planning  doctors  think  that  young  women  particularly 
should  learn  the  diaphragm  method  as  an  alternative. 

Several  husbands  have  had  the  sterilisation  operation,  with  apparent 
good  results. 


Over  200  cervical  smears  were  done,  one  of  which  needed  further 
investigation.  This  service  is  available  to  any  woman  quite  separately 
from  planning. 

Advice  is  also  given  on  sub-fertility  and  on  marital  difficulties. 


HOSPITAL  SERVICES 

The  new  District  Hospital  at  Basingstoke  opened  its  first  stage 
during  the  year. 

ACCIDENTS  IN  THE  HOME 

I am  indebted  to  the  Hospital  Secretary,  Lord  Mayor  Treloar  Hospital, 
Alton,  for  the  following  figures  of  home  accidents  which  needed  hospital 
treatment. 

The  total  was  78. 

15  elderly  people  had  fails  - 14  of  them  women,  with  3 serious  injuries. 
There  were  7 burns  and  scalds  of  small  children  - all  boys  and  6 swallowed 
materials  ranging  from  shoe  dye  to  farm  lime. 


TRAFFIC  ACCIDENTS 


I am  indebted  to  the  Chief  Constable  of  Hampshire  for  his  analyses  of 
road  accidents  on  which  the  following  remarks  are  based. 

There  were  9 deaths  and  55  serious  injuries  in  the  District,  compared 
with  2 and  30  last  year.  In  Hampshire  generally  there  was  an  increase  of 
7 % in  road  deaths  and  4%  in  total  casualties. 

Of  the  children,  over  a quarter  were  pedestrians  aged  5-9  and  nearly 
all  were  due  to  failure  to  do  their  kerb  drill  properly. 

The  R.S.P.A's  propaganda  theme  for  1970  is  "Parental  Responsibility'' 
and  the  importance  of  the  parents  themselves  setting  a good  example,  in 
this  as  in  all  tilings,  cannot  be  over-emphasized. 
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NEALS  ON  WHEELS 


The  number  of  meals  served  was  6,322,  over  500  more  than  last  year. 
Meals  are  served  twice  a week  at  a charge  of  I/6d. 

I should  like  to  thank  most  sincerely  Mrsc  J.  M.  Keane,  the  Organiser, 
and  Mrs.  Pugh  and  the  staff  of  drivers,  for  the  time  and  trouble  which  they 
have  given  to  this  work. 


HONE  HELP  SERVICE 
( Alton  Urban  & Rural  Districts ) 

The  staff  averaged  21  Home  Helps  and  14  Good  Neighbours. 

154  persons  received  help,  129  aged  or  chronically  ill,  7 emergency 
sickness,  7 convalescent  and  II  maternity. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT , 1S48. 

The  old  lady  mentioned  m .T\y  report,  for  1966  was  brought  to  the  local 
police  station  one  December  night  having  been  found  out  in  the  road. 

She  was  accomnodated  and  next  day  taken  to  a Home  where  she  has  remained. 
An  Order  was  obtained  under  Section  47  in  case  she  wandered  out  again 
during  the  severe  weather  but  it  proved  unnecessary.

Ail  built-up  are  c~C  of  the  District  have  piped  main  water  supplies,  from  the  vYey 
alxey  vYater  Company  who  supply  sixteen  parishes  and  from  the  Mid-Wessex  Water 
ompany  who  supply  the  remaining  five „ 

There  are  a few  isolated  areas  not  supplied  by  mains  for  economic  reasons,  and 
here  are  still  a number  of  properties  in  the  western  part  of  tne  District,  i,e,, 
jur  Marks , Med stead  and  Rowley,  relying  on  underground  rainwater  storage  tanks  but 
his,  however,  is  slowly  diminisning. 

Mains  supplies  have  been  satisfactory.  Doth  an  regard  to  quality  and  quantity, 
ample o are  regularly  taken  for  analysis  by  the  water  undertakers  and  copies  of  the 
jialysts'  reports  are  submitted  to  ;he  Council. 

The  fluoride  content  of  water  irom  tne  n.id-Yvessex  Water  Company’s  sources 
applying  the  area  is  0.1  parts  per  million  and  t.iat  irom  the  Wey  ’alley  Water 

ompa.y  is  approximately  tne  oaae . 

As  aforesaid,  there  still  remain  isolated  pockets  of  development  wnich  rely 
pon  sources  of  water  .supply  other  than  the  mains  and  twelve  routine  samples  from 
..ese  supplies  were  taken  during  the  year.  Three  of  these  samples  were  taken  at 
i.e  request  cl  occupiers  who  suspected  gross  pollution  of  the  water  supply  following 
be  accidental  emptying  o i 500  yards  of  liquid  pig  manure  in  the  area  of  their  spring 
uter  header  tame.  The  results  confirmed  the  suspicions  but,  following  the  recommend* 
reatment  tne  water  was  found,  to  be  satisfactory. 

rumerous  complaints  were  received,  about  discoloration  of  the  mains  water  supply; 
•iese  were  all  passed  to  the  ’Water  Company  concerned  but  despite  appropriate  action 
sing  taker,  by  them,  the  complaints  persisted.  It  would  appear  that  at  the  moment 
ere  i3  no  permanent  answer  to  this  problem  which  is  caused  by  the  water  being 
rav.n  from  a catchment  area  which  is  heavily  impregnated  with  ironstone. 

Cne  notification  of  water  disconnection  was  receive-d  during  the  year;  this  was 

ubsequently  re-connected „

The  Military  Camp  areas  of  Bordon  and  Longmoor,  including  approximately  610 
quarters,  are  sewered  and  all  dwellings  connected.  The  Bordon  Camp  area  discharges 
into  the  Council 8 s own  treatment  works  at  Lindford  but  the  Longmoor  Camp  area  dis- 
charges into  the  War  Department. k s own  works. 

The  Council  receives  into  its  works  at  Lindford  sewage  from  adjacent  areas  of 
the  Haslemere  Urban  District  Council  and  H amble don  Rural  District  Council. 

Generally,  the  larger  Council  housing  estates  where  sewers  are  not  available 
are  provided  with  their  own  treatment  plants. 


DOMESTIC  DRAINAGE 

During  the  year  connections  to  the  Council's  sewers  continued  steadily  as  also 
did  the  provision  of  new  septic  tank  systems  in  areas  not  provided  with  sewers. 

Details  of  sewer  connections  are  shown  in  Table  2 in  the  Statistical  Section 
of  this  report. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

Food  and  Drug  legislation  divides  enforcement  provisions  between  District 
Councils  and  Food  aria  Drugs  Authorities.  Tne  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  for  this 
District  is  the  Hampshire  County  Cour.  dl. 

Generally  speaking  the  division  is  that  the  District  Council  is  responsible 
for  the  provisions  regarding  purity  of  food,  i„a„,  fitness  for  human  consumption, 
whereas  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  is  responsible  for  the  provisions  relating  to 
adulteration,  misrepresentation,  labelling  and  the  like.  Sundry  complaints 
regarding  foreigh  bodies  in  food  are  immediately  referred  to  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Autnority . 

A report  on  the  work  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  appears  later  on  in  this 
section. 

There  are  no  slaughterhouses  in  tne  District. 

Foodstuffs  inspected  in  shops  and  stores  and  surrendered  for  condemnation  were 
as  shown  in  Table  3 in  the  Statistical  Section  of  this  report. 


FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS 

These  Regulations  o on. tain  provisions  in  respect  of  the  hygienio  handling  of 
food  and  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  premises  where  food  is  handled. 

Routine  inspection  of  food  premises  continued  during  the  year.  Generally 
the  standard  was  good  but  a few  cases  of  minor  infringements  were  dealt  with  by 
informal  notice.

Licences  to  use  a Special  Designation  in  relation  to  milk  are  issued  by  the 
Council  under  delegated  powers  from  the  Hampshire  County  Council.

The  remaining  sub-standard  milk  stemmed  from  a consumer  complaint  alleging 
that  t *<o  bet ti.es  ox  milk  appeared  to  be  adulterated.  In  one  case  the 
milk  was  saoisiactory  but  the  other  proved  to  contain.  38  per  cent  of 
added  water.  The  bottle  in  question  did  not  show  any  sign  of  having  been 
■ v j.  ' it  Ji£h  not  been  interfered  with  was  hardly  possible. 

It  had  been  delivered  by  a dairy  company  whose  products  are  subject  to 
frequent  checking.  llo  similar  defects  haa  previously  been  found,  nowever, 
and  additicnaj.  ■.  ests  since  the  occurrence  were  also  satisfactory.  In  the 
circumstances  xurther  action  was  not  considered  practicable.

Additional  consumer  complaints  were  received  concerning  a sausage  which  cor- 
ained a hairpin,  a carton  of  yoghourt  containing  a wasp  aid.  a maggot  in  rye  crisp 
read.  Proceedings  have  been  instituted  (but  not  yet.  heard)  in  respect  of  the 
irst  two  complaints  and  the  third  case  is  still  under  consideration.

RODENT  CONTROL 


under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949,  the  primary  obligation  is 
upon  the  Council  to  ensure  that,  so  far  as  it  is  practicable,  its  area  is  kept  free 
from  rats  and  mice..  The  Acs  does  not  relieve  the  owners  or  occupiers  of  premises 
of  their  responsibility  for  the  actual  destruction  of  rats  and  mice, 

A free  treatment  service  is  given,  upon  request,  to  private  houses,  but  a charge 
on  an  "ad  boc"  basis  is  .made  to  agricultural,  industrial  and  commercial,  premises 
where  treatment  is  carried  cut.  Where  regular  treatment  of  such  premises  is  found 
necessary,  an  attempt,  is  made  to  persuade  the  occupiers  to  take  up  a permanent  contract 
with  a private  company „ 

As  with  water  supply  and  sewerage , the  Military  Authorities  have  their  own 
arrangements  for  rodent  control  cut  during  the  year  a great  deal  of  time  was  spent 
dealing  witn  bees  in  the  camp  wnich  seemed  to  be  beyond  the  capabilities  of  the 
Military.  Advice  was  also  giver,  on  rodent  control  to  the  camp  operative. 

For  details  of  general  infestations  and  treatments  see  Table  A in  the  Statist- 
ical Section  of  r.nis  report . 

The  tables  relate  only  to  the  number  cf  properties  inspected  and/or  treated 
and  not  to  the  number  of  actual  inspections  or  visits.  Treatments  always  involve 
several  visits  during  the  work  and  follow-up  visits  subsequently  to  ensure  total 
clearance  of  infestation fJ 

The  Council  properties  are  visited  regularly  once  a month  and.  oftener  if  found 
necessary.

There  are  no  public  swimming  pools  m the  District  but  there  are  six  restricted 
use  pools . 

One,  in  Bordon  Camp,  is  for  the  use  of  military  personnel  and.  families  only, 
and  is  under  constant  supervision  by  the  Army  Hygiene  Section. 

Three  others  at  primary  schools  in  the  District  are  for  the  use  of  the  scholars 
only,  under  the  supervision  of  the  teaching  staff „ All  have  filtration  and  chlorin- 
ation plants . 

A fifth  is  at  Lord  Mayor  Treloar  College,  Froyle,  for  the  use  of  the  pupils  and 
staff c 

A sixth  is  at  Grayshott  Hall  Health  Centre,  G-rayshctt,  for  use  by  residents. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  there  are  a number  of  private  pools  in  the  District 
and  the  Department  was  called  upon  to  give  advice  on  the  treatment  of  the  water  when 
the  instructions  given  with  tne  pools  proved,  inadequate.

varied  from  the  largest  - to  hoard  100  dogs  and  25  cats,  to  the  smallest  - to  hoard 
6 dogs.  These  premises  were  duly  inspected  and  advice  given  where  necessary. 

All  were  issued  with  the  appropriate  licence  which  has  conditions  attached  to  it 
requiring  safeguards  as  to  sanitation  and  the  safety  and  health  of  dogs  and  cats 
hoarded  on  the  premises.

Various  complaints  were  made  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act . All  were

In  1 the  licensing  procedure  for  the  storage  of  petroleum  was  amended 
so  as  to  issue  a licence  for  petroleum  mixtures  separate  from  petroleum  spirit. 

90  petroleum  spirit  storage  licences  and  13  petroleum  mixture  storage  licences 
were  issued  during  the  year. 

A total  of  3 new  tanks  were  installed  during  the  year.  These  were  constructed 
and  tested  in  accordance  with  the  Home  Office  1.x del  Conditions. 

ACClMMuDA  l I OH  FuR  HOP-PICKERS 

The  number  of  huts  in  use  and  of  pi-.xe:  3 employed  has  declined  enormously  since 
the  installation  of  hop-picking  machines  which  are  operated  mainly  hy  local  labour, 
and.  there  is  now  only  one  such  hut  in  use. 

The  majority  of  seasonal  labour  is  now  employed  in  potato  picking.  These 
travellers  use  caravans  for  living  accommodation  and  remain  in  the  district  for  onlj 

a short  period.

There  are  no  such  premises  in  the  District. 

RENT  ACT.  1957 

There  were  no  applications  for  certificates  of  disrepair  received  under  the 
provisions  of  the  above  Act. 

FACTORIES 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Factories  Acts,  the  District  Council  is  the  authori 
responsible  for  enforcing  the  provisions  regarding  sanitary  accommodation  in  all 
factories  and  in  all  factories  where  mecnanical  power  is  not  used,  the  provisions  wi 
respect  to  cleanliness,  overcrowding,  workroom  temperature  and  ventilation,  and  floe 

drainage . 

The  particulars  prescribed  on  the  administration  of  the  Acts  are  shown  in  Table 
5 in  the  Statistical  Section  of  this  report.

An  annual  statistical  report  is  required  to  be  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of 
Employment  and  Productivity  in  accordance  with  Section  60  of  the  Act,  and  Table  6 
in  the  Statistical  Section  of  this  report  gives  the  information  submitted  direct 
to  the  Minister. 

It  must  be  emphasised  that  the  statistics  refer  only  to  premises  registered  wit 
the  Council. 
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Registration  is  only  necessary  where  there  are  employees  and  the  sum  of  hours 
ormally  worked  each  week  by  all  employees  exceeds  21  „ Registration  is  also  not 
scessary  where  the  only  persons  employed  are  close  relatives  of  the  employer.

The  Housing  Act,  I96S,  came  into  operation  on  the  23th  August,  1969. 

The  Act  amended  the  lav;  as  to  financial  assistance  for  the  improvement  of 

houses . 

The  standard  amenities  for  which  grant  is  payable  were  amended  by  the 
addition  of  a sink  and  deletion  of  a food  store. 

The  amount  of  grant  payable  was  increased  to  £200  for  the  basic  grant 

and  the  higher  limit  to  h+50. 

Conditions  relating  to  ownership  of  an  improved  property  have  been 
removed  but  a condition  as  to  time  taken  to  effect  the  improvements  may  be 

imposed . 

Changes  in  the  evaluation  of  rent  for  tenanted  x rcperfcies  are  also  made. 

There  are  now  three  types  of  grant  - Improvement,  Standard  and  Special. 
The  first  is  for  the  provision  of  dwellings  by  the  conversion  of  houses  or 
other  buildings;  the  second  for  the  improvement  of  dwellings;  and  the  last 
for  the  improvement  of  houses  in  multiple  occupation  by  the  provision  of 

standard  amenities .

The  Couno.il*  a 
sewage  works  at  Lind  ford  (Whitehall  Parish),  receive  and  treat  sewage  from 
Whitehill,  Borden,  Lind  ford.,  Bordon  Military  Camp,  Headley,  Grayshott,  and 
parts  of  adjoining  areas  of  the  Haslemere  'Urban  District  Council  and 
Hambledon  Rural  Distriot  Council*  There  is  a.  separate  sewage  works  for 
Selborne • 

A general  scheme  of  full  refuse  collection  operates  throughout  the 
Distriot  with  weekly  collections  in  all  parishes  and  from  the  Married 
Quarters  in  the  Borden  and  Longmoor  Military  Camps. 

Disposal  of  refuse  is  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  at  various  tips 
throughout  the  District,  the  main  tips  being  at  Headley  and  East  Tisted, 
the  latter  tip  being  shared  with  the  Alton  Urban  District  Council. 

Collections  of  night# oil  are  made  generally  in  areas  where  sewers  are 
not  available. 

The  Counoil  also  operate  a cesspool  emptying  service  for  which,  however, 
a oharge  is  made. 

Publio  conveniences  are  maintained  at  Bond  on  and  G-rayshott.
